"HONG, SHANGHAL 


‘This well-known building, one of the finest 
in Shanghai,’ wos partially destroyed by fire 
‘on tho 7th inst.. “The‘Mercury of that date

“ft is a Jong ‘lime since Shanghai was 
visited “by auch & souflesration ae that 
which this morning portially destroyed the 
beautiful hong on the Bund, whioh was for 
many yeats the head-quarters of the late 
firm of Russell & Co, By thie time itisa 
matter of common knowledge and regret to 
every rositent in the Settlement that this 
splendid edifice, one af ‘the greatest orna-~ 
monte of Shanghsi and as foea building ae 
there was in the Far East, is now for all 
practical purpores little more than s mass 
of ruins owing fo the’ destructive fire which 
broke outon the premises during the small 
hours this moruing. How the Sre originat- 
ed, whether it really, a6 some socounts have 
it, broke ont’ firet in the cook-house, which 
was situated in the top storey in the north.

To. provent corrosion ab the 
bottom of ‘the tank. it should -bs raised 
sufficiently above the ground to al- 
low of the necessary inspection . for 
repairs, A method of obviating the loss of 
ofl caused through leakage consists in keep- 
ing a few inches of water in the bottom of 
the tank. In the event of's serious leak 
showing itself in « tank bottom it is a com- 
mon practicaeto pump in a few inches of 
water and maintain the depth by replacing 
the quantity which leaks out, All. gauge 
glsases. connected swith the tanks should 
be boxed in, and kept under lock and key.
